Rizzo reported that the battleship Wein, 
nearest the attacki vessels, was 
served to sink in five minutes, while 
the other battleship certainly was 
struck, though ow! to the great dis- 
tance it was impossible to discover the 
damage done.

Quick Promotion From 
the Ranks. 


‘With the American Army in France, 
December 17.—(By the Asociated Press.) 


Every enlisted man in the American 
army now carries the stars of a gen- 
eral in his knapsack. Orders just is-, 
sued by General Pershing and a plan 
announced today so provide for promo- 
tion from the ranks that any private 
may win a commission, and having won 
it, may climb rapidly up through suc- 
cessive grades. 

The latter feature is made possible 
by a section of the general orders,

appointments and promotions in the 
American expeditionary force will be 
on a selective plan as in the British 
army. ‘Recommendations for appoint- 
ments and promotions must be based 
solely on demonstrated fitness and ca- 
pacity of the man. The system of tem- 
orary appointments is one which the 


American army has not had previously. 


Under it a first lieutenant who has 
demonstrated special qualities and fit- 
ness may find himself a temporary cap- 
tain or even a temporary major. He 
would hold that position until he had 
proved himself worthy of the new rank 
when the appointment may be made 
permanent. The British have found this 
method excellent, and by it have se- 
cured a great number of officers. 

It is announced also that regular re- 
ports on the fitness of all officers of 
all ranks are to be made for guidance 
in transfer and promotion, thus making 
sure that the soldiers are under com- 
petent leaders. 

The orders make all non-commis- 
sioned officers eligible for a school 
which is being established at a large 
training center for the instruction of 
candidates for commissions. Privates 
who desire to become officers must first 
demonstrate their efficiency by earn- 
ing appointment as non-commissioned 
officers. 

The non-commissioned officers will 
be sent to the training school on rec- 
ommendation of their superiors. Be- 
fore submitting such recommendations 
the officers charged with this duty are 
instructed by General Pershing’s orders 
to give the most careful consideration 
to the record of those recommended. 

When candidates attending the train- 
ing school have been found to be pro- 
ficient they will be assigned to vacan- 
cies as second lieutenants of replace- 
ment’divisgions. Thence they will go to 
fill vachncies occasioned by casualties 
and other causes in combat divisions. 
Theré will be no limit to the number of 
second lieutenants in the replacement 
divisions. On the contrary, it is récom- 
mended that there be at least three 
times as many in a given organization 
as in a corresponding combat divi- 


sion. 

Within the combat units vacancies to 
the extent of one-third of the total will 
be filled in this manner and two-thirds 
by promotion within the combat unit 
itself. 

In the réplacement divisions vacan- 
cies from the grade of first lieutenant 
to colonel will be filled by officers re- 
covering from wounds and officers who 
have received no assignments. Those 


assigned to the combat units. Arriving 
depot battalions hereafter will be con- 
sidered part of the replacement divi- 
sions.

Germans Attacked at Close Range. 

Christiania, December 17.—Sailors 
from the ships eunk by German war- 
ships in the North sea say that fire 
was opened by the attacking cruisers at 
a range of 3,500 yards, and within a 


half hour the British armed ships, with 
the exception of the destroyer Pelew, 
were sunk, Crews from steamers in 
the convoy saved in all 196 sailors, who 
were landed on the west coast of Nor- 
way. Fifty-nine of the rescued were 
British. 

SHIPS SUNK 

OFF THE TYNE. 


London, December 17.—Two neutral 
merchant vessels and a trawler were 
sunk off the Tyne on December 12 by 
German destroyers, Thomas J. Me- 
' Namara, financial secretary to the ad- 
miralty, announced in the house of 
commons today. 

Mr. McNamara’s information was

Make Reply to Lawyer Ballew 


Editor Constitution: We notice the 
open letter published in The Athens 
Herald dated Atlanta, Ga. December 
10, 1917, of W. W. Ballew, the Texas 
lawyer who wrote in his brief book, 
as stated in his letter published in 
The Atlanta Constitution, March 12, 
1916, “Go Back to Texas, Bill,” and 
who is now under four indictments in 
Oglethorpe county for criminal libel 
land barratry, and who has associated 
with him Little, Powell, Smith & Gold- 
stein, Hoke Smith and Jones & Cham- 
bers, of Atlanta, and J. S. Ayers, of 
Jefferson, Ga., as attorneys for the 
fraudulent Boatwright claimants to the 
estate of James M. Smith. 

We agree with Mr. Ballew that law 
suits should be tried in the courthouse, 
but we do not believe the people of the 
state of Georgia are ready or willing 
to have state or federal courts within 
its boundaries prostituted by venal ac- 
tions, such as have been brought in 
this case. The litigation in this case 
involves no issue—it was conceived in 
fraud and has since its inception been 
clothed in fraud. The matter is now of 
far broader import than that of the 
estate of James M. Smith or the estate 
of any individual of the state of Geor- 
gia; it has resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of the safety of property rights of 
any family similarly situated; whether 
or not its good name, of both Uving 


M. [and dead, can be ruthlessly besmirch- 


ed; whether or not the rightful par- 
ties in interest can be forced to bear 
the odium of such disgraceful proceed- 
ings; whether or not they should suf- 
fer the deprivation of their own; 
whether or not they should have forced 
upon them the great cost causelessly 
imposed in defending their indisputa- 
ble lawful rights, and whether or not 
the courte of the tate of Georgia or 
the federal courts cam be continuously 
imposed upon by unscrupulous and con- 
scienceless people, bringing unright- 
eous and ‘mercenary actions through 
colossal false swearing, perjury and 
forgery for the sole purpose of gain. 
The logical answer to this question is 
remedial rules of court practice or 
legislative action by the representa- 
tives of the people of this state, whose 
interests they are chosen to protect and 
subsefve. 
Reply in Judges Absence. 

Mr. Ballew attempts to put the re- 
sponsibility for his forthcoming prose- 
cution and for the publication and ex-

and a statement which are unqualified- 
ly false, and in the absence of Judge 
McWhorter, who is not expected to 
return before the close of this week, 
we make this reply. 

Mr. Ballew in his published letter 
says: “The statement attributed to me 
that some of these attorneys claimed 
to be close friends of Judge Speer was 
merely a repetition of such a state- 
ment whieh I repeatedly heard made, 
principally by Judge Hamilton Mo- 
Whorter and his associated counsel.

associates.

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British Forced to Storm 
Crest After Crest About 
| Holy City Sharp Battle 
| Fought at Bethlehem. 


f London, Degember 17.—In attacks pre- 
eedins the surrender of ferusalem the 
“Turks employed storming troops in suc- 


dessive assaults on Nebi Samuel, north- 


west of the holy city, then held by Lon- 


* 


ie don troops, according to a Reuter dis- 


pvatch from British headquarters in Pal- 


 estine. The dispatch gives details of the 
capture and the entry into Jerusalem. 

The final Turkish attack was pre- 
ceded by such a heavy shelling that it 
appeared the enemy was confident the 
British would be blown off the summit, 
but all their attacks were repulsed san- 
guinarily. The Turks had a strong line 
west, south and northeast of Jerusalem. 
They were well provided with machine 
guns, and their artillery dominated the 
crests over which the British would 
have to advance. Some Turkish guns 
were placed just outgide the city walls, 
making it impossible to reply to their 
fire without endangering the town. 

“A torrential rain made the roads im- 
passable,” the correspondent continues, 
_ “while-a chilly east wind pierced the 


sodden soldiers to the bone. The prob- 
lems of supply almost drove us to de- 
epdair.. The camels were unable to keep 
a foothold on the slippery paths. Never- 

eless, the food and ammunition sup- 
ply was maintained fully. 

On the night of December 7, when 
our attack began, the men moved u 
under cover of darkness, the attac 

pivoting on Nebi Samuel, from which 
the Londoners advanced § eastward 
toward Jerusalem, while other troops 
ascended the Hebron road, threatening 
the town from the south. 


Battle at Bethichem. 


“They found Hebron evacuated, but 
encountered resistance around Bethle- 
hem, where the Turks also had posted 
guns so that counter battery work 
would endanger the sacred ag 
Hence our troops had the disagreeable 
experience of being shelled without be- 
ing able to reply. But they pressed 
forward and by noon of the 8th were 
two miles north of Bethlehem. 

“The Lotridoners had a hard task on 
the steep slopes of the Judean hills, 
where it was impossible to bring field 
guns to their support, but some moun- 
tain batteries and howitzers rendered 
magnificent service and by 7 in the 
morning the Londoners had stormed 
and captured all the enemy works west 
of the town. The Turks still held the 
last line on the ridge overlooking Jeru- 
salem, having posted numerous machine 
guns on the houses of the Jewish and 
German colonists in the furtherest out- 
ekirts of the town. The position was 
charged late in. the afternoon of the 
8th. The magnificent feat was crowned 
with complete success, and the Turks 
were driven out at the point of 
the bayonet. The survivors bolted to 
either side of the town. -Their losses 
were enormous. 

“Throughout the whole fighting 
around Jerusalem the Turks showed a 
more desperate spirit and a greater te- 
nacity than in almost any previous 
fighting. They stood their ground to 
the last. 

During the night the Turks with- 
drew to the north and east of the city, 
and at 8 o'clock on the morning of the 
Sth the mayor and chief of police came 
out with a flag of truce and surrend- 
ered the town. 

“Acceptance of the surrender was 
made formally at noon without actually 
entering the city, only pickets. being 
posted to prevent surprises. Meantime 
our troops swept through the subufbs 
northward, being subjected to machine 
gunfire from the Mount of Olives and 
Mt. Scopus. The ridges of Mt. Scopus, 
north of the city, was stormed with the 
bayonet and the Turks were cleared 
from the Mount of Olives. 


Demonstrations of Joy. 


“Big demonstrations of joy broke out 
when the general advanced to take the 
Surrender of the city. Flowers were 
showered on the troops and the popu- 
lace clapped their hands to testify to 
the joy of deliverance from the hands 
of the oppressors. 

“Further north the troops were es- 
tablished in a long series of trenches 
around the village of Beitikes. These 
trenches were carried with a rush, and 
the British lines advanced beyond the 
village. Welsh troops advancing from 
the south pushed across the road east 
of Jerusalem, leading to Jericho, and 
thrust back Turkish reinforcements ad-

Hundreds: of bells throughout Rome 
were rung during the ceremonial at the 
convent, where Cardinal Lega said mass 
and blessed the immense crowd.

FACE COURT-MARTIAL 


San Antonio, Texas. December 17.— 


The second court-martial trial of negro 
enlisted men of the Twenty-fourth in- 
fantry, growing out of the riot and mu- 
tiny of members of that regiment at 
Houston, August 23, last, was begun at 
Fort Sam Houston today. 

Fifteen members of Companies M and 
I are defendants and each is charged 
witH murder and riotous and mutinous 
action. . 

Thirteen soldiers of the same regi- 
ment recently were hanged for com- 
plicity in the Houston riots and forty- 
one were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

The men placed on trial today plead- 
ed not guilty.

BRITISH LABOR PARTY 
FOR CONTINUING WAR 


Londen, December 17.—The Daily 
Telegraph prints a long statement on 
war aims and peace policies formulated 
by the parliamentary committee of the 


trades union congress and executive of 
the labor party, which is to be submit- 
ted for indorsement by all sections of 
the British labor movement at 4 con- 
ference at Westminster on December 28. 
The statement follows mainly the terms 
of a similar pronunciamento published 
and cabled abroad some months ago. 

It declares that in continuing the 
war labor is actuated by a determina- 
tion to make the world safe for democ- 
racy hereafter. No sympathy is ex- 
pressed with attempts to convert the 
war into one of conquest, but the state- 
ment insists that restitution and repa- 
ration and also certain territorial re- 
adjustments are necessary if the renew- 
al of armaments and war is to be 
avoided. 

The statement puts at the forefront a 
demand for the restoration and reha- 
bilitation of Belgium at the expense of 
Germany. It deals also with Alsace- 
Lorraine, Italy, the Balkans, Poland, 
Turkey and German African colonies on 
lines similar to those suggested in ear- 
lier documents.

NO U. S. RECOGNITION 


FOR THE BOLSHEVIKI. 


Washington, December 17.—Recogni- 
tion of the Bolsheviki government by 
the United States is still remote, it was 
indicated today at the state depart- 
ment. Reports in Europe suggesting 
a developing sentiment in favor of 
dealing with the new regime as a de 
facto government have found no re- 
sponse here and it was made plain 


that the United States would continue 


its policy of awaiting developments. 

Reports from Ambassador Francis 
are now coming through with more 
regularity, but consuls in many ports 
of the country appear unable to com- 
municate with Petrograd. 

It was suggested here that one of 
the direct effects of the armistice be- 
tween the German and Russian armies 
might be the financing of the Bolshe- 
viki by Germany with paper money. 
When the war began Russian money 
was being printed in Germany and 
the plates are still in Berlin.

Jury Declares She Did Not Kill 
Bride of Man Who Be- 
trayed Her. 


Dedham, Mass., December 17.—Miss 
Harriet A. Varney; a nurse of West 
Upton, was found not guilty of the 
murder of Mrs. Pauline Keyes, the ten 
months’ bride of George H. Keyes, a 
Boston real estate man, by a jury in 
the Norfolk county superior court 
here early today. The jury deliberated 
more than four hours. 

Miss Varney burst into tears when 
she heard the verdict. She recovered 


to the jurymen, said: 

1 want to thank the jury for all 
they have done for me. Everybody has 
been so kind to me.” 

Miss Varney decided to spend the re- 
mainder of the night at the jail, where 
quarters were arranged for her. To- 
morrow she will go to the home of her 
sister in West Upton. 

Alibi fer Woman. 


Her counsel in closing argument 
claimed that an alibi had been proved 
for his client, and that when the cur- 
tain rises on the second act of this 
drama another face will be there.” 

The state charged that Miss Varney 
killed Mrs. Keyes because of jealousy, 
In the closing arguments for both sides 
there were criticism of Keyes, who, ac- 
cording to his own admission as the 
state’s chief witness against Miss Var- 
ney, had lived with the nurse as man 
and wife for a long period. 

In his charge to the jury Judge 
O'Connell warned the jury to judge the 
case on their recollection of the evi- 
dence presented and not on the recol- 
lection of counsel. 

On the question of the alibi of Miss 
Varney on the day of the crime, Judge 
O'Connell said the burden of proof 
rested on the state to prove beyond rea- 
sonable doubt that the defendant was 
in the Keyes’ house on June 19. Then 
the state must prove that the defendant 
took the life of Mrs. Keyes, he said. 

The burden of proof was on the 
state, he continued, to show that Mrs. 
Keyes’ death was not due to suicide and 
that the etate must satisfy the jury 
that Miss Varney did buy the revolver 
with which the crime was committed. 

Caused Her Downfall. 


Attorney O’Connell, in his address se- 
verely arraigned one whom he did not 
name, but upon whom he placed the 
responsibility for Miss Varney’s down- 
fall, declaring that until she met this 
man the defendant was beyond re- 
proach.

In Macon the old steam 
lant is being used as an auxiliary, 
ut with the present difficulty, in ob- 
taining coal, there is danger that the 
steam plant may be forced to close 
down. Even now the burden on the 
steam plant is more than it can carry.

WORTH COURT) ENJOINS 
WESTERN UNION TAX 


Tifton, Ga., December 17.— (Special.) 
The case of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company against the town of 
Bridgeboro was tried at the present 
term of Worth superior court, and 
Judge Eave yesterday handed down his 
decision, granting in all respects the 
petition for injunction prayed for by 
the telegraph company. 

The petition alleged that the town of 
Bridgeboro had assessed a license tax 
of $10 per annum upon all telegraph 
companies transacting an intrastate 
business of telegraphing for hire, and 
while the ordinance expressly exempted 
from its operation all interstate busi- 
ness and government messages, the tel- 
egraph company complained that, as ap- 
plied to its intrastate business, the or- 
dinance was void because excessive in 
amount and confiscatory in effect. 

It was alleged that the gross re- 
ceipts from intrastate business from 
the Bridgeboro office amounted to only 
$58 per annum, and that the tax ab- 
sorbed 17 per cent of its gross revenue 
and was therefore unreasonable,, and 
that if a similar rate should be applied 
to all of the offices.of the company, no 
net revenue could be earned from its 
business. 

The case was defended on the ground 
that the municipality had the right to 
fix the amount of the license for trans- 
acting intrastate business, and that the 
tax was trivial in amount and reason- 
able in its appliction. 

The. court, after hearing the evidence 
in the case, ruled that under the de- 
cisions of the supreme court of Georgia 
any tax ordinance imposing a licence 
must be reasonabie not only in amount 
but in its comparative application to 
the business and to the tax imposed 
upon other business in the community, 
and held that the license tax, while ap- 
parently nominal in amount, was unrea- 
sonable and confiscatory and should be 
enjoined.

His action will be base@ upon the

In urging cotton growers to prepare 


tor possible emergencies next spring by 


saving double the supply of seed need- 
ed for the first planting, specialists 
of the United States department of ag- 


rieulture point out that any seed not 
needed for planting next spring is like- 
ly to be as valuable to the oll mills 
then or the following fall as it is now. 
The immediate cash loss a farmer may 
experience through refusing to sell all 
his seed to the oil mill at present tempt- 
ing prices will be more than offset by 
the advantage to be gained next spring 
in having plenty of seed available for 
planting and replanting. A _ bushel of 
seed may bring the farmer $2 now, but 
next spring it probably would plant 
two acres from which a bale of lint 
and 30 to 40 bushels of seed could rea- 
sonably be expected. 

It is explained that a liberal carry- 
over of seed, generally, would enable 
localities not needing to replant next 
spring to release se for use in other 
similar sections, where a third or 
fourth planting may be required be- 
cause of extreme conditions. Under 
such circumstances farmers having sur- 
plus seed would be helping to solve the 
problems of other farmers if, instead 
of selling to the ofl mill, they would 
notify the chairman of the seed stocks 
committee of the state in which they 
live as to the variety and quantity of 
seed they have on hand. In case the 
name of the chairman of the state com- 
mittee is not available it will be fur- 
nished upon application to the chair- 
man of the committee on seed stocks 
of the 6, as ae of agriculture, Wash- 
ington, .

Garfield Says It Is Necessary 
to Avert Widespread 


Famine. 


Washington, Decémber 17.—Prospects 
of a widespread and severe coal fam- 
ine unless coal production is maintained 
drew from Fuel Administrator - 
field today a request that operators and 
miners take only Christmas day as a 
holiday this season, instead of the sev- 
eral days usually observed. The cus- 
tom has been to stop work for at least 
three days at both Chriatmgaand New 


Years. 

Every day the country's mines are 
idle cuts production nearly . 2,000,000 
tons. A prolonged holiday season, if 
observed, fuel administration officials 
said today, would cause serious distress 
in many states where fuel supplies 
are low. 

Householders throughout the nation 
will be taken care of first in coal dis- 
tribution, even ahead of industries, the 
fuel administration announced tonight. 
In line with this policy Admimistrator 
Garfield today gave K. Prudden, 
fuel administrator for Michigan, a- 
thority to shut off supplies. to indus- 
trial plants, or to any other users if 
necessary, to the needs of do- 
mestic consum Mr. Prudden has 
asked to close down on non-essential 
users during the holidays. Mr. Gar- 
field replied: 

“You are hereby authorized to exer- 
cise your discretion. If you decide it 
necesssary, in order to meet domestic 
consumers’ needs, issue orders closing 
some or all industrial plants, theaters, 
halls, and places of amusement during 
the holidays.” 

State authorities elsewhere, it was 
announced, will be given the same 
power if it appears the situation war- 
rants such radical measures. 

Fuel Administrator Johnson in Ohio 
wired today that blizzard conditions 
are slowing up coal distribution there. 
Conditions. in some sections, he said. 
are desperate, and on many roads three 
locomotives are necessary to move coal 
trains. 

To relieve a shortage in Pittsburg, 
Pa., the fuel administration today seized 
for distribution in the city 54,000 tons 
of coal loaded on barges in the Ohio 
river. The coal had beeen destined to 
points down the river, but could not 
be moved because of low water. 

Ohio operators and miners reported a 
settlement of their differences over 
powder prices, which had threatened to 
bring about a shutdown of mines. 
Mines in the Kanawha and New River 
fields of West Virginia resumed opera- 
tions today, after a shutdown caused by 
the war department’s diversion of water 
from power plants.

Officers’ School in Hand 
Grenade to Take Up the 
Use of “Bullet Deflectors” 
Now Used by European 
Armies. 


Approximately 1,000 regulation Amer- 
ican army ‘steel helmets made along the 
same lines as those used by the French 
forces have been received by Major 
Worcester, head of the division ord- 
nance department. and in the course of 
a short time soldiers of the 82d division 
at Camp Gordon are to begin wearing 
the “bullet deflectors” now commonly 
used in Purope. 

The main use of the helmets at Camp 
Gordon, according to Major Worcester, 
will primarily be to accustom the men 
of the division to wearing them, for 
when they are first used they appear to 
be unwieldy and heavy. A little prac- 
tice renders them perfectly comfortable, 
however, and they have already been

proven valvable as preventives of bullet 
wounds. 

The first body of men at the camp to 
use them will in all probability be the 
officer school of the hand grenade. 
Major Worcester states that the hel- 
mets will give greater service in this 
department of activities, and that it will 
be there that the helmets are first put 
into practice. 

Another department at the camp that 
the ordnance department is striving to 
fully equip as soon as possible is the 
cavalry section. Division headquarters 
and regimental troops are to be supplied 
with horses, saddles, blankets, strapa, 
currycombs and a number of other arti- 
cles of equipment, and the ordnance de- 
partment is doing its best to provide 
riding facilities for the men as soon ag 
possible.

JEWISH SOLDIERS

While Chirstmas is in reality not a 
holiday .season for the Jews, soldiers 
of that denomination at Camp Gordon, 
who are several thousand strong, will 
enter inta the holiday celebrations as 
whole-heartedly as anyone else on the 
reservation, and will do all in their 
power to make the occasion a great suc- 
cess. 

This fact was announced by Mr. 
Russ, of the Hebrew Alliance of At- 
lanta, addressing a meeting of Camp 
Gordon civilian organizations held for 
the purpose of discussing Christmas ac- 
tivities among the soldiers of the 
Eighty-second division. 

Mr. Russ, working through his or- 
ganization, has done excellent work 
among the Jewish soldiers on the 
reservation, and he states that he is 
voicing the sentiment of Jews all over 
the city when he states that they will 
gladly ‘do their bit“ to make this 
Christmas a great success for the sol- 
diers. 

“It is really no holiday for us,” said 
Mr. Russ “but we will make several 
events for the special occasion. Our 
boys will enter the season with as good 
a spirit as any others, and if all the 
men at Camp Gordon do as well as the 
Jewish saldiers, Christmas Eve in this 
threatening time will be one of the best 
ever spent in the United States.” 


CATHOLICS PREPARING 
FOR BIG TIME XMAS 


Extensive plans for religious cree- 
monies among the Catholic soldiers at 
Camp Gordon are being formulated by 
officials ef the Knights of Columbus 
building. It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 8,600 men at the camp are Cath- 
olics, and of this number practically all 
attend services at the building.“ 

Not less than six priests will be Dusi- 
ly engaged in hearing confessions on 
the part of the men during Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday preceding Christ- 
mas day, at which time communion will 
be given to several thousands of men 
who will be present at the Christmas 
day services.

ment —Ishii Lauds People 
of United States. g 


Tokio, December 17.— Viscount Kiku- 

Jiro Ishii, head of the Japanese mission 
which recently visited the United 
S¥ktes, was the guest of honor at a 
banquet this evening attended by two 
hundred Japanese and Americans. 
Baron Eiichi. Shibusawa, president of 
the American-Japanese association and 
chairman of the Tokio Bankers’ asso- 
clation, presided. The guests at the 
functon were the members of the spe- 
cial mission which visited the United 
States, American Ambassador Morris 
and his entire staff. 

The banquet gave Viscount Ishii his 
first opportunity to speak to the en- 
tire Japanese public since his arrival 
from the United States. The speech 


nad been circulated broadcast and has 


been specially featured by the news- 
papers throughout the country. Re- 
sponding to the toast of the evening, 
Viscount Ishii said: 

“Since last I met you I have been 
given extraordinary opportunities to 
address great audiences. There are 
many words and sentiments which I 


would wish to add now, but in this 
presence, indeed, before the whole 
world, I declare that I would not mod- 
ify or withdraw ＋ 1 I said in the 
course of our visi o America. We 
had a wonderful trip and a wonderful 
experience. We sailed upon a voyage

America, by men whose names stand 
highest in the roll of American honor. 
Let there be no doubt among you as 
to the sincerity of the message. There 
was no false note in it; there was no 
discordant tone in- the voices welcom- 
ing us. We are well aware that our 
personalities played no part in the 
treatment we received from the presi- 
dent and people of the United States 
which was intended for our emperor 
and our people. 

“Now, returning from our voyage of 
discovery, we bring to our gracious 
sovereign and the people of our nation 
the assurance that the true gold of 
America lies at the very heart of its 
people. We are very earnest in our de- 
sire to convince the Whole people of 
this country of the value and real 
meaning of the reception of this mis- 
sion at the hands of the people of the 
United States. Here let me refer: to 
the notes exchanged between Japan 
and America. For the consummation 
of this national dagreement, I stand 
personally a debtor to President Wil- 
son and Secretary of State Lansing for 
unusual courtesies and consideration. 
As the result of the frank exchange 
of opinion we arrived at an agreement 
which must help America, China and 
Japan. 

The Chinese Question. 

“The mutual declarations with regard 
to China ought not to be the subject 
of speculation at any time. Neither 
should they under consideration give 
offense, because where no offense is 
intended no offense can be given. There 
is no suggestion of interference in 
China in the policies of the govern- 
ment in the recognition of the fact 
that Japan stands in special relations 
with or has special interests in China.” 

“Chinese friends tell us that China 
and Ja are like the two wings of a 
bird, the two wheels of a carriage, or 
as the lips to the teeth. It is diffi- 
cult for me to. understand, therefore, 
why a highly intelligent people should 
now take umbrage because of this put- 
ting into writing of the special relation 
between Japan and China, or of the 
special interest of Japan in China. I 
confidently believe that the time will 
soon come when our Chinese friends, in 
their quick discernment of the world 
situation, will be satisfied to be part- 
ners in the new agreement, which so 
materially contributes to strengthening 
the good relations not only between 
America and Japan but between Japan, 
America and China. 

“With such a renewed conception of 
international amity and solidarity guar- 
anteeing unbroken tranquility in east- 
ern Asia, the undivided energies of 
Japan and China should thenceforth be 
directed toward strengthening the 
forces now Struggling in the common 
cause, whigh China has espoused, as 
well as Japan. 

Jam now happy to be able to state 
before you that there are now no long- 
er questions with regard to China be- 
tween Japan and the United States. In 
a speech before a magnificent assembly 
at the dinner at the city of New York I 
said that for many years the common 
foe of Japan and America has been the 
worst enemy of China. German influ- 
ence is responsible for most of the un- 
fortunate misunderstandings and wide- 
spread misinformation impairing the re- 
lations of the two countries, 

If China Should Be Misled. 


“if the Chinese government people 
should now be misled by an ill-advised 
interpretation of this new instrument 
it would be a matter of sincere regret 
to me, as, I am sure, it would be to 
the eminently fair, droad-minded and 
splendid statesman who stands at the 
head of the diplomatic affairs of the 
United States.” 

Describing matters of chief import- 
ance connected with the visit of the 
mission, Viscount Ishii paid a fine trib- 
ute to “the loyalty, patriotism unity and 
magnificent self-sacrifice*of the whole

He said that the country was united 
in support of the president, adding: 

The resources are so vast and the 
spirit so pronounced that none can 
doubt the result when once this tre- 
mendously virile force gets into action. 
No words of mine can describe the 
overwhelming sense of power, the 
latent, determined, grim and unrelent- 
ing purpose where the seen and unseen 
forces of America are gathering for 
the final blow which must win this 
war. We are proud to have a share 
and a place among the armies moving 
forward to the set objective.”

Discussing Baker’s Report 


The Colonel Objects to De- 
lays in Getting Ready to 
Fight Germany — Alleges 
Administration Has Learn- 
ed Nothing From the Past. 


Kansas City, Mo., December 17.— 
(Special.)—Theodore Roosevelt, writ- 
ing on “Being Brayed in a Mortar,” in 
the Kansas City Star, says: 

“President Wilson speaks in military 
matters through his secretary of war. 
The sole importance of the secretary of 
war's report comes from its being the 
official declaration of the president. I 
discuss it as such. According to the re- 
ports in the New York World, the sec- 
retary of war states “that he does not 
favor universal military training as a 
permanent polloy.” Mr. Wilson's secre- 
tary, therefore, takes what is in effect 
the position of Mr. Bryan which was 
picturesquely phrased as being that a 
million men can at need spring to arms 
over night. The administration’s atti- 
tude is less picturesquely expressed, 
but it is precisely as futile and as un- 
speakably mischievous from a stand- 
point of permanent national interest. 
Moreover it is taken at the very time 
when the disastrous effect of the ad- 
ministration’s policy of complete un- 
preparedness is being shown by the ad- 
mission of General Crozier on the first 


day of the congressional investigation. | 


Mr. Baker’s report, Mr. Bryan's the- 
ory, and the things already shown by 
the congressional investigation dovetail 
into one another. They stand in the 
relation of cause and effect.“ 

Administration Responsible. 

“The administration now officially 
and complacently announces that the 
policy which at this very moment has 
proved disastrous is to be persevered in 
for the future. Therefore it assumes 
complete responsibility for every blun- 
der and delay, and for all the miscon- 
duct and announces that these blun- 
ders and delays and all this misconduct 


have taught us nothing, and that we 


to amble onward in the same futile 

h until disaster overtakes. Mr. Wil- 
son's administration officially declares 
that we shall persist in our own folly 
until we are brayed in the mortar of 
dreadful calamity. 

“If the administration frankly and 
manfully acknowledged its evil errors 
in the past and championed a policy 
which would prevent the repetition of 


these errors in the future, I would think 
only of the future and not of the past, 


but now it is necessary to emphasize 
the past in order to avoid disaster in 
the future. y 4 

We are in the eleventh month Since 
Germany went to war with us. We 
have not yet built an aeroplane fit to 
match the speedy battle planes of our 
foes. We have not built a hea field 
gun, on the contrary, we have had to 
draw on burdened friends to give us 
artillery. 

“In the training camps of the na- 
tional army the artillery regiments still 
have about ten wooden guns for every 
old field piece, and they have none 
of the modern guns they are to use in 
the war. There are rifles only for 
every third or fourth man, until ten 
months had elapsed there was no tar- 
get practice save for a few specially 
selected units. The troops still have 
only wooden machine guns and the 
trench mortars they themselves im- 
provise. 


Needless Suffering ef Soldiers. 


Until ten months had elapsed they 
lacked even the necessary warm cloth- 
ing. They have endured entirely need- 
less suffering and hardship. Our troops 
in France have received thousands of 
coffins, but an insuffictent number of 
shoes. At this moment, not more than 
one-tenth of our soldiers, taken alto- 
gether, are fit to go battle. Nine-tenthe 
of our gallant and fine spirited men 
are still without the training, arms and 
equipment that would permit them to 
meet any trained foes. After ten 
months of war and the expenditure of 
huge sums of money we are still ab- 
solutely unable to defend ourselves 
and owe our own safety only to the 
fleets, and armies of our war-worn al- 


es. 

“This condition is due solely and en- 
tirely to the policy of unpreparedness 
to which tHe administration adhered 
for the two and a half years when even 
the blindest ought to have read the 
lesson of the great war. 

“The administration now announces 
that we are not to alter this policy 
and that we are to continue the do- 
nothing policy of refusal to prepare. 
If the American people follow the lead 
thus given them, they will be guilty of 
criminal folly.”

“If we are, then 
America is lost and democracy for the 
world is to disappear. 

“Any man who sells a Liberty Bond 
below par stabs at the very life blood 
of the nation. To win this fight we 
must be ‘willing to let Uncle Sam have 
our money. He is willing to pay and 
will do so, but we must be ready to of- 
fer it without thought of recompense if 
necessary.”
